I  hereby  submit  the  yearly  report  of  the  Police  Department. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  report  of  the  activities  and 
achievements  of  the  Police  Department  during  the  past  year. 

The  Police  Department  is  organized  to  carry  out  the  duties  and 
obligations,  with  a  force  of  nine  regular  officers  and  with  the  as- 
sistance of  eight  reserve  officers.  The  duties  of  the  reserve  offi- 
cers consists  of  working  dances,  athletic  events  and  to  fill  in  for 
the  regular  officers  during  vacations  and  sick  leave.  They  are 
trained  to  assume  their  duties  in  the  same  manner  as  the  regular 
officers. 

.  Present  day  activities  have  greatly  added  to  the  details  and  res- 
ponsibilities of  police  work.  Our  annual  report  shows  an  eight 
percent  increase  in  criminal  cases.  This  is  on  an  average  with 
national  figures.  Recent  changes  that  have  been  brought  about 
in  the  country,  in  regards  to  law,  has  made  it  clear  to  me,  that 
there  will  be  a  decrease  in  the  apprehension  of  and  conviction,  in 
criminal  cases. 

The  motor  vehicle  traffic  increase  was  very  evident  during  this 
past  summer,  at  the  peak  of  our  tourist  travel.  With  an  estimated 
six  percent  increase  on  Route  201,  both  north  and  southbound,  it 
becomes  urgent  that  a  greater  effort  has  to  be  made  by  the  de- 
partment, to  help  relieve  this  situation.  The  cooperation  from  our 
local  traffic  can  help  to  make  this  possible. 

The  town  has  had  a  perfect  year  with  no  pedestrian  fatalities 
recorded.  Only  one  pedestrian  received  slight  injuries.  A  total  of 
fifty  six  personal  injuries  resulted  from  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

To  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  School  Safety  Patrol,  to  the  teach- 
ers who  direct  and  supervise  them,  my  sincere  thanks  for  your 


splendid  effort.  The  Adult  Traffic  Guides  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  public  service,  during  the  school  year. 


I  wish  to  thank,  as  do  all  members  of  the  department,  for  the 
very  fine  cooperation  received  from  the  Municipal  Officers, 
County  and  State  enforcement  agencies,  this  past  year.

TO:    Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Skowhegan 

The  following  is  a  resume  of  recreational  activities  sponsored 
by  this  department  in  the  past  year.  A  more  comprehensive  re- 
port has  been  distributed  and  is  available  at  the  Recreation 
Office. 

A  Recreation  Program  that  provides  constructive  recreation  for 
all  people  is  an  asset  to  any  community.  Modern  industrialists 
take  this  type  of  program  into  account  when  establishing  a  new 
plant  in  a  rural  area. 

Our  goal  has  been  to  provide  a  stimulating  program  of  recrea- 
tion for  Skowhegan;  we  will  improve  during  the  next  year.  We 
have  strived  to  interest  people  in  the  need  for  participation  in 
some  physical  activity  as  was  the  concern  of  President  Kennedy 
when  he  inaugurated  his  ambitious  physical  fitness  program.  We 
have  endeavored  to  provide  activities  that  will  mold  better  per- 
sonal relationships  and  happy  minds.  Naturally,  the  social  wel- 
fare of  the  Youth  of  this  community  is  the  greatest  concern  here 
and  this  group  has  been  emphasized. 

The  growth  of  this  Department,  we  feel,  has  developed  a  suc- 
cessful pattern,  and  we  would  like  you,  Skowhegan,  to  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  adequacy.  A  list  of  the  program  provided  includes: 
Playgrounds,  Little  Gents  Baseball,  Youth  League  Baseball,  Var- 
ious Clinics,  Track,  Tennis  Lessons  and  Tournament,  Ponytail 
Softball,  Campership  Program,  Summer  Basketball,  Teenage 
dances,  Youth  Football  —  7  and  8  Grades,  Football  Clinics  —  5 
and  6  Grades,  Girls  and  Ladies  Volley  Ball,  Hunter  Safety  Pro- 
gram, Halloween  Window  Painting  Contest,  Early  Bird  Basket- 
ball, Basketball  Rules  Clinic,  Special  Programs  (Dances  and 
Hayrides),  4th,  5th,  6th  Grade  Boys  and  Girls  Basketball,  7th  and 
8th  Grade  Boys  Basketball,  Adult  Men's  and  Women's  Basketball, 
Eaton  Mountain  Ski  Program  (including  lessons  and  Ski  Carni- 
val), Outside  Ski  Trips  —  Grades  4  -  8,  Skating  Programs  at  the 
Rinks,  6th,  7th  and  8th  Grade  Dances,  Teenage  Dances,  Youth 
Council  Meetings  and  Programs,  Winter  Fun  Weekend. 

Participation  at  these  various  events  has  been  extremely  good, 
which  would  prove  the  cost  per  pupil  is  certainly  very  reasonable. 
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Examples  of  this  are  the  two  summer  playgrounds,  which  had  a 
daily  attendance  of  151,  and  the  Eaton  Mountain  Ski  Program, 
which  has  453  signed  up  and  participating.  The  three  skating 
rinks  provided  this  year  should  also  realize  good  attendance.  The 
Halloween  Window  Painting  Contest,  a  unique  program  this  year, 
included  165  boys  and  girls,  78  of  whom  received  prizes.  Diver- 
sification has  enabled  us  to  include  programs  of  interest  for  75 
percent  of  the  student  body  in  Skowhegan,  which  numbers  2294. 

Our  plans  for  the  next  year  are  to  include  some  new  programs, 
but  our  emphasis  will  be  on  improvement.  With  the  aid  of  the 
new  budget  and  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  townspeople,  we 
can  strive  for  excellence  in  everything  we  do.  Some  of  our  new 
programs  will  include:  Grade  5  and  6  flag  football,  Bud  Warner 
Ski  League,  Horseshoe  courts  and  tournaments,  Senior  Citizens' 
Club,  with  a  drop-in  center.  Other  efforts  will  be  put  into  an  at- 
tempt to  provide  a  Recreation  Center,  and  to  obtain  some  Feder- 
al help  through  their  assistance  programs. 

Our  ambition  has  been  to  make  this  program  an  established 
reality.  Cooperation  from  the  townspeople  has  made  our  job  a  real 
pleasure.  At  this  point  we  would  like  to  extend  special  thanks  to 
the  following  organizations:  SAD  54,  Highway  Department,  Fire 
Department,  Police  Department,  Sports  Boosters  Club,  Sports- 
man's Club,  Rotary  Club,  Lions  Club,  Eagles  Club,  Central  Maine 
Power  Co.,  Skowhegan  Water  Co.,  and  the  Skowhegan  Merchants. 
Many  of  the  programs  in  this  Department  were  started  by  volun- 
teers and  several  still  rely  heavily  on  their  services.  We  thank  all 
of  you  and  we  remind  you  that  the  investment  here  is  a  gift  to  the 
future  of  this  town.

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  limited  community  services 
accomplished  during  1986.  Along  with  my  duties  as  school  nurse 
I  have  supervised  and  kept  records  of  all  tuberculosis  patients 
and  children  on  the  Maternal  and  Child  Health  Services.  At  the 
present  time  sixty-nine  children  are  receiving  state  clinic  ser- 
vices, records  are  kept,  appointments  scheduled  and  transporta- 
tion arrangements  made  whenever  necessary.  Follow-up  home 
visit  are  made  to  families  and  individuals  under  the  care  of  the 
various  state  clinics  —  pediatrics,  cardiac,  mental  retardation, 
orthopedics,  pre-school  clinic,  dermatology  speech,  active,  inac- 
tive and  suspicious  tuberculosis  to  mention  just  a  few.  Records 
are  kept  in  all  above  mentioned  areas.  The  District  IV  Supervi- 
sor, Miss  Mary  Hayes  PHN,  has  held  several  conferences  recently 
to  set  up  a  new  record  system. 

Dr.  Maurice  Philbrick,  health  officer  until  October  1st,  held  six 
clinics  from  January  to  June.  Dr.  Tadeo  Zbyszycki,  the  newly 
appointed  health  officer  supervised  the  remainer  of  the  clinics 
for  the  year  1966.  A  total  number  of  two  hundred  eighty-four  Salk 
polio  immunizations  and  two  hundred  sixty-nine  DPT  injections 
were  given  at  the  monthly  clinics.  These  inoculations  are  free 
to  all  sixteen  years  of  age  and  under.  Over  seven  hundred  Sabin 
oral  polio  inoculations  were  administered  in  the  Skowhegan 
schools  the  previous  fall,  sponsored  by  the  Semper  Fidelis  Club. 
A  sum  of  money  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  offering  free 
oral  polio  to  all  entering  sub-primary  students.  Over  one  hundred 
children  took  advantage  of  the  program.  This  will  be  a  continuing 
yearly  project. 

The  annual  small  pox  clinic  was  held  in  May.  Four  hundred 
eighty-five  children  and  adults  were  vaccinated.  It  becomes  nec- 
essary to  establish  basic  rules  for  sanitation  and  the  control  of 
disease  through  all  parts  of  the  world.  Therefore  small  pox  vac- 
cinations are  still  vital  to  help  maintain  standards  of  control.  In 
January  four  hundred  forty  persons  had  the  intradermal  skin  test 
for  tuberculosis.  It  is  offered  yearly  to  all  first,  seventh  and 
twelfth  grades.  One  student  and  twelve  adults  reacted  positively 
and  they  were  all  x-rayed  at  the  Central  Maine  Sanitorium. 

The  efforts  of  many  in  the  State  of  Maine  in  immunization 
against  measles  has  undoubtedly  gone  a  long  way  toward  blunting 
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the  severity  of  this  winter's  measles  epidemic.  Measles  is  epi- 
demic in  two  year  cycles  and  the  last  big  year  was  1984,  when 
five  deaths  in  Maine,  were  attributed  to  its  complications.  The 
local  clinics  were  held  in  the  fall  with  Dr.  Coker  (USPHS)  assist- 
ing. Three  hundred  sixty-nine  pre-schoolers  and  four  hundred 
sixty-four  students  were  immunized  with  the  life  time  immunity 
inoculations.  Each  case  of  measles  should  be  reported  to  the 
local  health  officer. 

The  Skowhegan  Lions  Club  continues  to  assist  in  the  areas  of 
needed  eye  glasses  and  the  dental  programs  for  the  third  grade 
boys  and  girls.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Fairview  Hospital  and 
physicians  for  providing  necessary  tonsillectomy  care. 

May  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  participating  mem- 
bers and  organizations  of  the  Coordinating  Council.  Their  con- 
tinued interest  and  untiring  efforts  in  assisting  with  local  welfare 
projects  has  been  a  tremendous  help  to  the  community. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Archie  Stevens,  Rev.  Burbank,  public 
health  nurses,  and  Family  Service  workers  in  the  Skowhegan 
area.  They  have  all  been  most  cooperative  in  developing  health 
programs  most  suitable  to  our  community.

Report  for  1966 


"In  the  winter  of  1867  several  entertainments  of  exceptional  in- 
terest were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  for  the  benefit  of  a  newly  or- 
ganized Library  Association.  Shares  in  the  Association  were  sold 
for  $20  each  and  individual  annual  subscriptions  were  $3.00 
apiece.  The  collection  of  books,  many  of  which  were  donated  by 
Isaiah  Dole,  the  first  librarian,  was  housed  in  a  small  room  open- 
ing into  the  selectmen's  office  on  the  second  floor  of  Coburn  Hall 
and  the  librarian  used  the  selectmen's  desk.  In  the  register  of 
December  1868  the  number  of  books  was  listed  as  2094." 

Such  in  brief  was  the  beginning  of  Skowhegan's  library  one 
hundred  years  ago  as  related  by  Louise  Helen  Coburn  in  "Skow- 
hegan  on  the  Kennebec." 

During  1966  the  Children's  department  has  been  as  active  as 
usual.  The  Abenaki  Reading  Club  totals  937  books  as  read  and 
reported  upon  by  the  72  children  who  registered.  30  of  these  ful- 
filled the  requirements  of  20  books  each  and  were  invited  to  a 
party  at  which  films  from  the  State  Library  were  shown. 

A  story  hour  sponsored  by  the  Semper  Fidelis  Club  got  off  to  a 
slow  start  in  December  but  is  now  being  well  patronized. 

Book  Week  in  November  was  observed  as  usual  with  exhibits, 
story  hours  for  the  young  visitors  from  four  elementary  grades 
and  library  class  work  for  a  group  from  the  Reformatory. 

National  Library  Week  in  April  was  marked  by  a  very  success- 
ful County  Arts  and  Crafts  Festival  at  the  Margaret  Chase  Smith 
School.  It  was  organized  by  the  County  Chairman,  Mrs.  Robert 
D.  Hussey,  and  carried  out  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  libraries 
in  the  county.  This  library  cooperated  by  setting  up  a  table  to 
show  reading  material  to  complement  the  other  exhibits  as  well 
as  reference  books,  pamphlets,  magazines  and  other  items  to  be 
found  in  a  library.  This  library's  share  of  the  proceeds  was  $15 
which  was  spent  for  records.  A  special  exhibit  of  the  writings  of 
local  authors  was  shown  in  our  own  library  building. 

Since  there  is  now  a  library  and  a  librarian  at  the  high  school, 
the  patronage  of  the  students  has  decreased  somewhat  but  the  279 
volumes  bought  by  the  Trustees  for  Bloomfield  Academy  remain 
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on  the  library  shelves  for  their  use  evenings,  weekends  and  vaca- 
tions when  the  school  library  is  closed. 

Gifts  of  books  total  116.  This  includes  the  volumes  received  an- 
nually from  the  Charles  A.  Coffin  Fund  at  Yale  University  and 
those  given  in  memory  of  Dorothy  Day,  Clayton  E.  Eames,  Lori- 
mer  P.  Morrison  and  Susman  Russakoff.

Street  from  the  far  side  of  the  parking  lot.  A  fine  oil  painting  of 
BLUENOSE  II  done  by  Wallace  Homer  is  on  loan  to  the  library. 

SKOWHEGAN  ON  THE  KENNEBEC  by  Louise  Helen  Coburn 
is  still  in  demand,  30  sets  having  been  sold  during  the  year. 

Films  from  the  Canadian  Travel  Bureau  continue  to  be  popular; 
and  interlibrary  loans  from  the  State  Library  and  the  Bangor 
Public  Library  supplement  our  book  collection  and  increase  our 
usefulness  to  students  and  adults  alike. 

Book  reviews  have  been  given  for  the  Skowhegan  Woman's 
Club  and  the  Town  Improvement  Society  by  your  librarian. 

Miss  Dorothy  Hobart  is  a  member  of  the  library  staff  and  is  on 
call  as  a  substitute. 

The  Somerset  Reporter  and  the  Waterville  Sentinel,  also  the 
Bangor  Daily  News,  have  kindly  given  the  library  publicity  by  ta- 
king pictures  and  giving  space  to  book  notices  and  news  items. 
WGHM  has  cooperated  frequently  with  spot  announcements  on 
their  community  calendar. 

Again  the  library  staff  wishes  to  express  their  thanks  for  the 
loyal  support  and  encouragement  of  the  Trustees  and  especially 
the  interest  and  helpfulness  of  the  library  committee.

Annual  Report  1966-67 


The  principal,  and  most  important,  accomplishments  of  the 
Skowhegan  Planning  Board  was  the  study,  and  the  presentation 
of  a  proposed  charter  which  would  serve  as  the  base  for  the 
Council-Manager  form  of  government  for  the  Town  of  Skowhe- 
gan. In  preparation  for  this  step  the  Board,  with  several  of 
the  Selectmen  and  members  of  a  special  committee,  visited 
Rockland  to  observe  a  Council  Meeting  in  action,  and  to  obtain 
information.  Other  towns  of  relative  size  governed  by  the 
Council-Manager  form  of  government  were  also  studied  and  dis- 
cussed. After  much  deliberation  Attorney  Wallace  Bilodeau  was 
asked  to  draft  a  charter  to  include  the  latest  government  re- 
quirements, and  the  present  and  foreseeable  future  needs  of 
Skowhegan. 

Subsequently,  the  first  draft  of  the  proposed  charter  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Bilodeau  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Planning 
Board  with  members  of  the  Selectmen,  Mrs.  Skanes,  Chief  of 
Police  Long,  Mr.  Hammond  and  Mr.  Stevens,  Town  Manager. 
A  lengthy  discussion  followed  the  reading  of  each  section  of  the 
charter.  The  Board  was  then  given  an  unanimous  vote  of  con- 
fidence to  proceed. 

Mr.  Ernest  Kyes,  Skowhegan's  Representative  in  the  Maine 
Legislature,  has  now  filed  the  first  draft  as  "An  Act  providing 
for  a  Council-Manager  Form  of  Government  for  the  Town  of 
Skowhegan."  Public  meetings  were  set  up  to  discuss  and  ex- 
plain the  proposed  charter.  Meanwhile,  amendments  may  be 
made  by  the  Legislative  Committee  before  the  final  draft  is  put 
through  the  Legislature.  If  passed,  it  would  then  be  submitted 
to  the  regular  voters  of  Skowhegan  for  their  decision. 

Another  useful  recommendation  by  the  Planning  Board  was  to 
authorize  the  Somerset  County  Soil  and  Water  Conservation 
District  to  survey  the  town  as  to  the  soil  suitability  of  the  land 
in  and  near  Skowhegan  for  the  various  uses— agriculture,  wood- 
lands, conservation,  recreation,  urban  and  industrial  building. 
The  Selectmen  approved  this  recommendation,  and  the  maps 
will  be  drawn  up  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 
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Other  projects  which  the  Planning  Board  are  currently  study- 
ing include: 

1.  The  traffic  problem,  especially  at  Mill  and  Main  Streets, 
and  East  and  West  Front  Streets.  In  an  effort  to  reach  the  best 
solution  Mr.  Gedeon  G.  Picker,  Traffic  Studies  Engineer  of  Au- 
gusta, was  asked  to  speak  at  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Selectmen, 
and  explain  what  a  modern  system  of  two  traffic  lights  would, 
and  would  not,  do  to  solve  the  traffic  situation. 

2.  Improvements  to  the  town  dump. 

3.  The  feasibility  of  beautifying  and  clearing  the  debris  from 
the  river  banks  by  the  dams  and  the  bridge,  as  the  Kennebec 
River  winding  as  it  does  through  the  town  has  become  a  leading 
tourist  attraction. 

4.  Location  of  a  new  cemetery.  Several  locations  are  now 
under  consideration. 

The  Board  has  met  at  least  once  each  month,  and  several 
other  times  for  special  meetings  with  the  Selectmen.  The  pres- 
ent members  are  Mr.  Albert  Dionne,  Mr.  Willis  Garcelon,  Mr. 
Lester  Kyes,  and  Mr.  Alva  Appleby,  Chairman.  Mr.  Stevens, 
Town  Manager,  has  attended  nearly  every  meeting,  and  is  al- 
most helpful  and  cooperative.  During  the  year  the  Board  has 
lost  the  services  of  Mr.  Henry  Lessard,  Mr.  Roland  Paquette, 
Mr.  Harvey  Patterson,  and  Mr.  William  Philbrick.  The  Plan- 
ning Board  wishes  to  voice  its  appreciation  for  their  dedicated 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Skowhegan.

This  is  the  thirteenth  report  of  the  Water  Safety  Program, 
sponsored  by  the  Town  of  Skowhegan,  and  held  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Somerset  County  Chapter,  American  Red  Cross. 

The  program  was  held  at  Corson's  Beach,  Smithfield,  Maine 
from  June  27  thru  July  29th,  1966. 

Philip  Harris,  Principal  of  the  Skowhegan  High  School  and 
Bruce  P.  Corson,  a  high  school  teacher  in  Auburn,  Maine,  and  a 
Skowhegan  native,  served  for  their  seventh  year  as  directors  of 
the  program,  instructors  and  bus  drivers. 

Many  of  the  same  Volunteer  Counselors  returned  this  year  and 
a  few  new  ones  joined  the  staff,  but  each  year,  graduation  and 
the  need  for  gainful  employment,  takes  a  few  of  the  Senior  Coun- 
selors, however,  during  their  vacation  or  time  off  they  come  out 
and  help.  We  thank  Lolly  Lewia,  Charles  Lewia  and  Nancy  Jones 
for  this  extra  help. 

There  were  well  over  three  hundred  fifty  this  year.  The  weather 
was  fine,  water  clear  (and  sometimes  cold),  but  spirits  were  high 
and  all  were  eager  to  learn  how  to  swim.

There  were  many  others  who  came  daily  and  took  their  lessons, 
but  for  one  reason  or  another  did  not  want  to  take  the  tests.  Some 
taking  the  tests  failed  only  one  or  two  of  the  required  skills,  but 
did  not  pass  all  of  them.  Some  took  partial  tests  and  did  not  fin- 
ish the  last  day,  and  that  day  was  the  one  that  counted,  the  other 
days  being  practice  days. 

The  usual  "Counselors  Party"  was  held  again  this  year  with 
thirty -two  partaking  of  a  delicious  and  bountiful  "Pot  Luck 
Supper."

Year  Ended  Dec.  31,  1966 

There  was  $104,937.50  appropriated  out  of  Unappropriated  Sur- 
plus for  1966  and  $80,300.00  appropriated  from  surplus  in  1965. 
The  unappropriated  surplus  decreased  in  1966  by  $15,107.37.  This 
decrease  is  approximately  the  same  amount  of  the  increase  in 
appropriations  from  unappropriated  surplus. 

The  excise  taxes  collected  in  1966  increased  over  1965  by 
$2,412.39. 

There  were  several  departments  with  overdrafts  amounting  to 
$22,919.24.  There  were  also  several  departments  under  expended 
by  $34,294.50.  The  overdrafts  were  mostly  in  the  highway  depart- 
ment and  insurance  expense.  The  insurance  expense  was  over 
drawn  due  to  the  lateness  of  changing  the  school  building  checks 
over  to  the  school  district. 

There  is  a  balance  over  expended  for  care  of  cemeteries  carried 
to  1967.  This  balance  should  have  been  carried  in  1964  and  covered 
by  an  appropriation  at  that  time.  The  reason  for  this  overdraft 
is  because  the  interest  earned  on  cemetery  trust  funds  are  used 
to  partially  pay  the  caretaker  and  in  1964  the  bank  changed  their 
date  of  payment  of  interest  from  December  to  the  following  April. 
Therefore,  in  December  each  year  from  now  on  the  caretaker 
earns  3  months  wages  and  the  interest  is  not  available  until  the 
following  year. 

We  would  recommend  that  a  record  in  detail  of  all  trust  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  Depositors  Trust  Company  be  installed  and 
maintained  in  the  town  office  or  the  treasurer's  office.  As  various 
investments  mature,  the  Depositors  Trust  Company  should  be 
notified  by  the  selectmen  as  to  how  to  reinvest  the  funds  based 
on  Depositors  Trust  Company's  recommendations. 

We  would  recommend  that  a  record  be  installed  and  maintained 
in  the  town  office  of  all  town  property  and  equipment. 

The  Heselton  St.  Elementary  School  Construction  notes  held  by 
the  Skowhegan  Savings  Bank  should  be  rewritten  in  the  name  of 
the  School  District  No.  54,  although  a  letter  notifying  the  bank 
of  the  change  has  been  sent  to  the  bank. 

The  highway  invoices  are  slow  getting  thru  to  the  town  office 
for  payment.  There  were  a  few  discounts  lost  due  to  late  pay- 
ment. 

The  town  records  are  kept  efficiently  in  the  various  offices. 
We  wish  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  officers  for  their  co- 
operation and  courtesy.
